10 and Section 11 of the All India Council for Technical Education Act, 1987 (52 of 1987) and in supersession of the 
Regulations F. No- 37-3/Legal/2010, dated 15th January, 2010 regarding grant of approval for starting new technical 
institutions, introduction of courses or programs and increase/variation of intake capacity of seats for the courses or 
programs and extension of approval for the existing technical institutions, the All India Council for Technical Education 
makes the following Regulations:

Short Title, Application and Commencement: __ 


1.1 


These Regulations may be called the All India Council for 
Technical Education (Grant of Approvals for Technical 
Institutions) Regulation* 2010.
